Mr. Mayer ol Baltimore city performeil the 
oflics of introducing u bill to deprive these 
counties of their privileges, as Mi. Bruce of 
Alleghany subsequently iliil, to regulate the 
right of suffrage in the city ol Baltimore. 

This continued system ol nhuse uml npprrs 
•ion convinced the |>cople el tlie necessity ol 
reform. The ruling parly however, prclerred j , 11( | 
the old order ol things which secured their 
continuance in power. In 183ti w hen the two 
parties, in the electoral college, could make no 
compromise, the lending whigs, finding it im¬ 
possible to form anew senate, lliut would an¬ 
swer their purpises, resolved to continue the 
old sonate, whose term had expired, and to 
maintain their authority by means ol the mili¬ 
tia. The electors how ever entered into a corn* 
promise, at the very time, when (ho old senate 
nail assembled and (lie summons to the militia 
had gone forth. This compromise was based 
upon a pledge ol reform, and public senti¬ 
ment obliged the whig party to redeem it.— 
The recent amendments to the constitution, re¬ 
sulting Irom silt'll a cause, appeared to leavs 
them no alternative, but to submit to the will 
of the people. But the ruling passion betray¬ 
ed itself in various measures ol the last session. 
The senate passed Mr. Tidballs bill to unite 
the districts represented by Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Thomas into one district; and thus to le¬ 
gislate Mr. Thomas out of Congress. It was 
lost or ikisI poned in the House ol Delegates, 
probably because it was deemed advisable to 
•wait the result of the fall election*. Then 
came (he Registry Law to prevent Irnuds in 
the city of Baltimore; a law, insulting in it* 
title, fraudulent in its design, degrading in its 
operation and too well understood lo deceive 
any one but an idiot. The last measure ol (he 
same character, was an attempt to annex b> 
the Slate ol Maryland all that pari of the I)is 
trict ol Columbia, which lies (o the westward 
ofTiber creek. This part ol the district in¬ 
cludes Georgetown, and was supplied lo con¬ 
tain fen thousand inhabitants, and a majority ol 
three hundred whig voters. The resolutions 
provided that each white male inhabitant ot 
pro|»er age should lie entitled to vote ul the 
next election, it he had then resided twelve 
months in the District. No registry law- was 
pro|iosed to prevent frauds among the voters ol 
Georgetown. The resolutions were nassexl by 
the senate, and sent lo the House of Delegates, 
but other measures being entitled lu a prefer¬ 
ence, they could not be taken up without the 
consent ol two thirds of the housa. Frequent 
attempts were made lo give them a second 
reading, hut tailed train the want of the re 
quisite majority. They were finally rejected 
the last duy of the session, when there wus 
nearly a quorum present. 

Thus an attempt w-.-is made to incorporate 
Georgetown with Montgomery county, aid 
to give lo strangers the privilege ol participa¬ 
ting in the next elections. It was singular 
too, that the most earnest advocates ol I tie mea¬ 
sure were opposed to the bill tor establishing 
Howard district; oil the ground, that it it was 
afterwards formed into a separate county, it 
would destroy the balance of power between 
the two shores. Yet in proposing to bring in 
this western district, with ten thousand inhabi¬ 
tants, not a word was said about (lie balance 
of power, or the security of the easjoru shore. 

The facts and circumstances herein reciled 
will anahl* the reader to form some idea id the 
policy and conduct ol the whig party; ol their 
continued efforts to shield themselves I rum po¬

bridge, forming the high bank Irom lillcon to 
twenty feet above tide, being one compact 
mass ol losstl shells, and extending nearly a 
mile along the river, on the farms ol the lute 
j Col. Smith and Mr. Alkisun. These beds 
are in contiguous strata,apparently successiv e 
and cosistul vast in cumulations principally, m 
the ascending order, of oysters succeeded by 
clam shells intermixed with other marine 
shells, scallop, clam and scallop and upper¬ 
most principally ol scallop. Endeavour was 
made lo bring these beds into notice, with a 
view of enlisting them into public service, by 
giving to their propnetors what was deemed 
proper directions lor extracting the materials 
and salutary advice ns to u just estimate of ils 
vaue in order to secure a constant and per¬ 
manent disposal of it. The subject is now 
ti progress of experiment. South of these 
hanks on the Choptank, no other deposite ol 
marl is known lo occur.

The following is an extract from the report 
ol tlie Geologist appointed by the state ol Ma¬ 
ryland to make a muiuUi geological survey ol 
the State. 

‘But perhaps the most valuable beds ol shell 
marl in this part ol Talbot county, in as much 
as they may lie mado extensively available lo 
the public demunds lor the article, are those 
which were fully described in the proceeding 
report, They occur three miles below Dover 
bridge, forming the high bank Irom fifteen to 
twenty feet above tide, being one compact 
mass ol lossil shells, and extending neatly a 
mile along the river, on the farms ol the late 
Col. Smyth nnd Air. Alkison. These beds 
are in contiguous strata,apparently successive 
and cosist ol vast accumulations principally, in 
the nsccndtng order, of oysters succeeded by 
clam shells intermixed with other marine 
shells, scallop, clam and scallop nnd upper¬ 
most principally ol scallop. Endeavour was 
niude lo bring these beds into notice, with a 
view of enlisting them into public service, by 
giving to their propi telors w hut was deemed 
proper directions lor extracting the materials 
and salutary advice ns lo a just estimate ol its 
vaue in order to secure a constant and per¬ 
manent disjiosal of it. The subject is now 
n progress of experiment. South of these 
hanks on the Chopiut.k, no other deposile ol 
marl is known to occur.
